TIMES FOR JEWS 


Russian Reactionaries Planning a 


Butchery on Vast Scale to 


Defeat Jewish Reform. 


CZAR IS WARNED OF THE OUTCOME 


St. Petersburg. Nov. 24.—The 


threats of the reactionary parties that 
Jewish massacres will be organized 
if tho rights of the Jews are enlarged 
a-3 steadily becoming more definite. 


The central council of the league of 


the Russian people, claiming to repre- 
sent thirty million people, has issued 
a declaration disclaiming responsi- 
bility for the "outrages which may re- 
sult from the just indignation pro- 
duced by the enlargement of Jewish 
rights" and has published the text of 
two hundred dispatches of protest 


sent to the emporor from local or- 
ganizations of which the following is 
a sample phrase" 


"It is dangerous to further test the 


gentleness and patience of the peace- 
ful Russian population, which may be 
forced, in Its defense 
against the 


Jews, to overstep the limits of law 
and order and resort to violence." 


The publication of the reforms is 


certain to result in a final break be- 
tween the reactionary and monarehial 
parties and Premier Stolypin's ad- 
ministration.

lided with the second section of the 
Immigrant train, are held responsible 
for the wreck. The railroad company 
•was not censured. All three men have 
been arrested.

Detroit, Mich., Nov. 24.—Miss Har- 


riette Harger, of Pontlac, was killed 
and sixteen other persons were in- 
jured early today when an electric 
freight car crashed into the rear end 
o£ a suburban electric car near Birm- 
ingham, on the Pontlac division of the 
Detroit United railway. The passen- 
ger car was a theater car bound out 
to Pontiac from Detroit and was well 
filled. It had stopped at the foot of 
a steep grade in front of the power 
house, when, without warning, 
the 


freight car, also outbound and which 
had been following the theater car 
from Detroit, appeared over the crest 
of the grade and dropped down the 
300 foot incline at terrific speed. It 
struck the standing passenger car 
with such force that it telescoped the 
car for two thirds of its length.

Constantinople, Nov. 24.—It became 


known today that the explosion of a 
bomb in the Pera quarter of Constan- 
tinople November 22 was a second al- 
leged 
attempt 
to blow up Fehml 


Pasha, chief of the secret police of the 
palace. The bomb exploded near his 
carriage while Fehml Pasha was driv- 
ing through the main street of the 
Pera quarter. Two spectators were in- 
jured. 
The police claim that they 


have arrested the man who threw the 
bomb and say that he is an Armenian, 
but there is much skepticism as to 
whether the explosions were not en- 
gineered 
by Fehml Pasha himself, 


with tae view of impressing the sultan 
with his importance as chief of the 
palace police and securing a continu- 
ation of imperial favors: 


A year ago a bomb was thrown from 


the roof of a house on the main thor- 
oughfare of the Pera quarter as Fehmi 
Pasha was passing In his 
carriage. 


He escaped uninjured and the explo- 
sion did Httie damage. 
The attempt 


was attributed to the Armenians.

Noted Tenor Was Much 


Shocked When Fined 


for Indency. 


New York, Nov. 24.—The ten dollar 


fine Imposed upon Enrico Caruso, the 
famous Italian opera singer, In the 
Yorkville police court after he haJ 
been declared guilty of annoying wom- 
en in the monkey house at Central 
park was not paid today. 


One of his attorneys had gone to 


tho court with tho intention of paying 
tho fine under protest and the money 
was about, to bo passed across the 
clerk's desk when 
Caruso's 
senior 


counsel rushed into the court room 
and brought the proceedings to a halt. 
A consultation between counsel and 
the court followed and it was agreed 
to permit the matter to go over until 
Monday, In tho meantime Caruso has 
been paroled in tho custody of his 
counsel. 


Caruso's counsel 
todny 
reiterated 


the announcement, mado yesterday 
that, an appeal will he taken. 


"I saw Mr. Caruso at his hotel to- 


day." said t.bo attorney, "and had him 
sign an application for 
an 
appeal 


which will be asked for Immediately 
of one of tho judges of the court of 
general sessions. 


"It. is for ono of them to sign the 


paper and allow or disallow the appli- 
cation for an appeal. 


Conviction Shocked Caruso. 


"Mr. 
Caruso felt," 
continued the 


lawyer, "that Magistrate Baker had 
treated him very fairly 
during the 


hearing and that his character was 
being fully vindicated. 
It was more 


than a surprise to him when he heard 
that the court found him guilty. Tho 
shock was most terriblo to Caruso, 
who is a highly sensitive man, partic- 
ularly as he had firmly believed the 
testimony clearly exonerated him." 


Dissatisfaction was also expressed 


by the attorney for the 
manner in 


which Deputy Police Commissioner 
Mathot had Insisted on the Introduc- 
tion of evidence which the counsel for 
Caruso claimed was not proper mat- 
ter to como before

court and

women and children, but results show 
that where emphasis was placed on 
tho work among men alone, there It 
was most successful. Then the Y. M 
('. A. learned that its truest work was 
attained when it sought to help a41 ol 
man—that Is, to develop Ms educa- 
tional and physical, as well as hl» 
spiritual nature. A third lesson learn 
ed was that its work was a work for 
all men, not merely for men of any 
particular class. Still another agency 
for success IB the value of supervision 
by able, trained directors, and the 
final secret of success Is the appllca 
tlon of the kind of supervision that 
counts. Mr. Moore spoke rapidly anr 
with much intensity, Illustrating his 
points happily and his address was 
very effective. 


Added New State Worker. 


One of tho ousincss affairs of im 


portance came up when Chairman H 
S. Kerst presented a report, from the 
committee on examination of the state 
committee nnd treasurer's report, In 
which the committee set. forth that In 
the past Indiana has employed 
bu 


three secretaries, while other states 
have a large quota to carry on the 
state work.

there is great need of at least an ad

It sinks slowly 
and when the bottom Is reached It 
falls gently into the soft, oozy bed 
with no crash or breaking. 


Of course, if it Is laden with pig 


Iron or corresponding substances, or 
If It is an Iron ship, it. sinks rapidly 
and sometimes 
strikes 
the bottom 


with such force as to smash in pieces. 
Once sunken, a ship becomes the prey 
of the countless 
inhabitants of the 


ocean. 


They swarm over and through the 


great boat and make it their home. 
Besides this they cover every inch of 
the boat with a thick layer of lime. 
This takes time, of course, and when 
one 
generation 
dies 
another con- 


tinues the work until finally the ship 
Is so laden with heavy incrustations. 
corals, sponges and barnacles that, if 
wood, the creaking timbers fall apart 
and slowly but surely are absorbed in 
the waste at the sea bottom.

'rices for Time Honored Bird Soaring So High that It 


Will Be Practically Prohibitive in Some Fanii— 


lies—Some inexpensive Dishes.

The turkey Is so high priced and so 


•carce lu New York cky that many 
people do not even have a smell ot 
one ou the great least day of Novem- 
ber. That accounts for Mrs. Telford's 
suggestions 
for guinea 
hens, pork 


roasts, chicken plt-B and stuffed rab- 
bits for substitutes. The recipes arc 
given below: 


Guinea hens, unless young, are apt 


to be tough, In which case they should 
be made into a frlcasee, stewing slow- 
ly for two or more hours unless ten- 
der. 
A pair of young fowls, stuffed 


with 
a well 
seasoned 
dressing in 


•which a little minced ham plays an 
Important role, make a most delicious 
center for the Thanksgiving bill 
of 


Tare. Serve with glblet gravy and cur- 
rant or barberry jelly. 


Shoulder of Fresh Pork. 


A ham or shoulder with the bono 


taken out and the space filled with a 
bread or prune stuffing is also delic- 
ious when well cooked, and a popular 
Thanksgiving dish among German and 
Swedish families. 
Have 
the 
skin 


jcored in narrow strips, fill the space 
with the stuffing, close the openings 
with skewers and place the leg'in a 
dripping pan. Rub salt, pepper and 
grated lemon rlnil over the scored top 
and squeeze the juice of a lemon over 
It. Bake with an even heat, basting 
frequently. The meat should bo well 
done and should be served with an ac- 
companiment of apple sauce or elder 
felly. 


Roast Spare Rib. 


Roast, spare rib is another substitute 


tor turkey in some homes. As It !a a 
dry piece of meat- it should be kept 
covered with a greased paper until 
half done. 
Then dredge with flour, 


season with salt and pepper and baste 
liberally with butter until there are 
enough drippings to baste with. When 
ready to take up dredge with buttered 
bread crumbs, seasoned with salt, pep- 
per and sage, baste once or twice 
more with butter, brown and serve 
with a brown gravy, and apple sauce 


. or baked apples stuffed with nuts. 


Chicken Pie. 


Where there is a large family a 


chicken pie Is frequently supplement- 
ary to the turkey. In a smaller family 
it makes a most creditable substitute 
for tha larger American bird. For a 
good sized pie two chickens are com- 
monly used. 
They should be plump 


and tender 
and not 
more than two 


j-ears old at the most. Prepare them 
ns for roasting, but do not stuff. Re- 
move the tendons 
from the drum- 


sticks with a skewer. 
This makes 


them as tender as the rest of the bird. 
If there is a surplus of fat remove it, 
or it will give the chicken a strong, 
greasy flavor. 


Always save It, however, and fry out 


for shortening. 
It makes one of the 


best for cookies, gingerbread and even 
pie crust. 
When the chickens are 


properly prepared, lay on their breasts 
In a soup kettle, and just cover with 
boiling water. Lc them simmer until 
tender, but not tlonp to "rags." 
Lift 


from the fire and set (still In the ket- 
tle) In torn* place where they will 


cool rapidly. When cold, cover and 
set away In the liquor unlll next day. 
This gives them an exceedingly rich 
llavor. 
On 
Thanksgiving 
morning, 


skim the fat from the top of the ket- 
tle, take out the chickens, skin and 
cut In joints. Put u deep spider over 
the fire with three tablespoonfuls but- 
ter In It, add two tablospoont'uls flour 
and when blended, add slowly two 
and a half cups of the chicken stock. 
Stir until smooth and thickened, sea- 
son with salt and pepper and add a 
cup ot cream, 
k'uuson the pieces of 


chicken with suk and pepper, and 
pack In a new tin pan, or better still 
ua earthen pudding dish, having an 
Inverted cup In the center to hold up 
the crust. Pour in the sauce and if it 
does not seem quite enough add more 
cream. 
Have 
a rich 
pastry cover 


ready, cut several gashes In It to allow 
for the escape of the steam, and put 
on very full, so as to allow for the 
shrinkage of the crust. 
Brush over 


with the white of an egg, and bake in 
a very hot oven. 


Alternate layers of chicken and oys- 


ters, making the sauce of equal parts 
oysters and chicken liquor, is also an 
approved way of making a chicken 
pie. With chicken pie serve mashed 
potatoes, 
creamed 
onions, 
mango 


pickles and currant Jelly.

Rabbits Stuffed With Chestnuts. 
Rabbits stuffed and roasted make a 


very delectable 
dish when properly 


treated. Be sure the hares are plump 
and young. If you have any doubts 
in the matter, test the paw. If there 
is a little nut there and the paw can 
be readily broken between tho thumb 
and forefinger, the rabbit is young. If 
the nut has disappeared and the paw 
resists pressure, the rabbit is old and 
only fit for a stow. Skin, clean and 
wash the rabbits, then soak in salt 
and water for an hour. Parboil the 
liver and heart, mince fine and save 
for the gravy. Make a chestnut force- 
meat as for turkey, stuff the body and 
fasten with a skewer. 


Truss the fore legs back and the 


hind legs forward. Fasten thin slices 
of bacon over the shoulders and back, 
or rub with butter or olive oil as pre- 
ferred. 
Put to roast in a very hot 


oven at first, reducing the heat grad- 
ually. 
Care should be taken not to 


overcook rabbits as it dries them out 
too much. They should be juicy and 
a little rare on the bone. 


An hour 
usually 
suffices for the 


| roastin;.;. 
Bnste frequently with "but- 


ter and water until the fat flows free- 
ly. When half done dredge with flour 
and baste once more with butter to 
make frothy. -Take up oh a hot plat- 
ter, pour a little gravy over and garn- 
ish with slices of lemon, parsley and a 
dot of currant jelly In the center of 
each slice of lemon. Accompany with 
potato croquettes and dressed red cab- 
bage.

For 
the long fur coat there is nothing more 
necessary that a good fitting walking 
skirt, and then with a pretty silk or 
cotton waist, one plain dark skirt is 
most useful to wear at home in the 
morning. 
There are indeed number- 


less times when a smart cloth skirt 
that is not made up in connection with 
any one particular waist or coat is of 
the greatest service. Often the separ- 
ate skirt must be chosen with regard 
to a fur wrap or fur lined ccat, and 
then, of course, definite shades must 
be consulted. 
For a 
brown,

mink or caracul jacket a cloth or a 
cotton velvet skirt of the exact shade 
of the fur is best, although an attrac- 
tive plaid is sure to be all right.

Women who make their own Christ 


mas gifts arc already looking for new 
and artistic patterns for work bags, 
pin cushions and all the other bed- 
room and dressing table accessories 
that are always desirable presents and 
arc so much more serviceable when 
made by hand than when bought in 
tho shops. 
Then, too, these dainty 


toilet bags and baskets, carefully em- 
broidered for gifts, mean 
so 
much 


more to the one receiving them than 
a ready-made thing. Those who have 
many presents to make find that they 
must begin early in November, or 
they will not have enough time to 
give each piece the careful work that 
is required to make it a finished gift. 


Already there are many patterns in 


the shops that will furnish excellent 
examples to follow in making pretty 
work bags and boxes, so that, women 
who do these things at home can copy 
the new styles. 
Among these are 


some unusual and decidedly attractive 
bags of crepe paper and silk, a combi- 
nation that requires little work and is 
easy to make, once the bottom part of 
paper is braided into a substantial bot- 
lom. In making one of these hags the 
paper is first twisted Into bands about 
half an inch wide. These are plaited 
or braided into a round, bowl-shaped 
base with rosettes of ribbon, or pom- 
pons of tissue paper cut 
into 
fine 


strips and placed at intervals of two 
or three inches at the top. The upper | 
portion of the bag is made of silk. It 
is cut straight from a piece of high 
colored China silk or cretonne, ami 
is fulled onto the paper. 
The top is 


finished with a heading through which 
a draw string of ribbon or silk cord is 
run. 


Grass and Straw Work Bags. 


Quite as remarkable as this paper 


work bag are those made of plaited 
grass or straw. 
This grass may be 


bought by the yard and made into bags 
by cutting into square of any size de- 
sired. 
This material is 'lined with a 


dainty colored China silk or silkoline, 
and the edges bound with tape for a 
finish. To the center of the lining a 
ruffled piece of the silk about four or 
six inches deep is attached an;l made 
into pockets by sewing tiny brass 
rings to the hern at the top and to ths 
edges of the grass on points opposite. 
Through these rings ribbons are run 
so that when tne latter are pulled the 
ruffle and the grass form scalloped 
pockets that will hold spools of thread 
securely in place. 
An extra ribbon 


put through these rings may be used 
as a handle for carrying the bag. ' 


Original and quite as pretty as these 


bags are the work baskets made in 
fancy squares. They can be easily du- 
plicated, for the most difficult part of 
the work is the covering of the card 
board. 


The simplest of these baskets 
Is 


made by cutting five pieces of card 
board into squares any size wanted. 
These are covered with chintz or cre- 
tonne in a pretty floral design. One 
of these pieces is used as the bottom, 
and around it the other four pieces are 
fitted to make the sides. They are all 
held together by ribbons, that 
are 


sowed to the squares near both the top 
and bottom edges. 
When tied into 


shape these baskets are as attractive 


is anything that could be desired as a 
present. 


Made in this way there are no spn- 


cial compartments for 
the 
thread, 


needles or scissors, but these may be 
easily added by shirring pieces of the 
material and attaching them In pocket 
shape to the sides of the box. 


Other Christmas Bags. 


Thread may 
be 
prevented 
from 


tangling in these boxes by putting the 
ends through metal rings Inserted In 
the sides, near the bottom, and the 
spools are held securely In place by 
silk cords attached to the bottom of 
the box. 


Silk puff bags, always desirable, aw 


easy to make and are decidedly serv- 
iceable, for they keep dust and dirt 
from getting into the down. If shirred 
in narrow rows, with a draw-string of 
ribbon at the top and a ruffle of lace 
above the edge they are effective-and 
an ornamental addition to any dress- 
ing table or bureau. 


A stunning and practical soiled lin- 


en bag may be made to look like a 
Chinese lantern by sewing together a 
series of pie-plate like rows. In chintz 
of 
rose 
or chrysanthemum designs 


such a bag is particularly attractive. 
The rib effect is made by binding the 
edges of each row, both inside and 
ou/, with tape or braid. The bottom 
is a round piece of covered pastboard, 
that is weighty enough to keep the 
bands pulled to their full width. The 
top row is fitted over a round embroi- 
dery boop, so that the opening is al- 
ways held in place, and prevented from 
drooping, as most bags do.

Sanitation differs from medicine by 


rying to prevent diseases and inju- 
ies, while medicine's part is to cure 
ir repair them. The work of the med- 
cal man depends on occasional mis- 
chances; but that ot the sanitarian is 
constant, daily and hourly guarding 
gainst accidents and disease. 
Medl- 


cino takes care ot us only when we 
are sick, while sanitation looks after 
us from birth to death; and even, 
.hrough its relation to heredity, de- 
ermines our health before we are 
born, and, after death, sees to the dis 
posal of our remains.' Furthermore, 
nedicine is applicable to an Individ- 
ml, while sanitation 
applies 
to a 


whole community or nation. Whether 
we are ill or well, sanitation Is serv- 
ceable. When the doctor orders his 
patient to rest in bed, to be isolated 
rom the rest of the family, to eat and 
drink a prescribed dietary, to avoid 
alcohol, - tobacco and worry, to' have 
baths and massage, proper light, heat 
and ventilation In his room, and mi 
merous other things that combine to 
create a condition favorable to recov- 
ery, he is using sanitation as the aux- 
liary of medicine. There is a school 
of physicians in Austria who depend 
on expectant treatment of the sick, 
who arc really sanitarians; and there 


healers in 
America 
who decry 


medicine and surgery but who never 
[ail to inculcate sanitation. 
All this 


goes to prove that sanitary science Is 
a very comprehensive subject.

The modern interest in sanitation 


arose at tho time of the Crimean war, 
and tlio Japanese showed the world 
how to apply It successfully to an 
army in the field. Persons under con- 
trol can be best protected by sanita- 
tion, but If all citizens understand Its 
advantages they will voluntarily obey 
Its rules. There Is a great deal of 
educational work yet to be done to 
m:ike tho public understand Its import- 
ance. 
Until public opinion Is with 


him the sanitarian cannot accompllnh 
much. It Is useless to be too far In 
advance of his popular supporters. 
And to depend on laws and ordinances 
of a coercive character Is to invite a 
reaction against, sanitation In Kenoral. 
Fort Wayno holds an honorable posi- 
tion In tho records ot sanitation. The 
College of Medicine of this city was 
the second In the United States to 
give instruction in hygiene: and this 
city was one of the first to insist that 
the secretary of the board of health 
should be a bacteriologist. The city 
council has carried out many expen- 
sive plans to improve the sanitation 
of Fort Wayne. Some years ago every 
physician treated a large number of 
typhoid cases In the spring and fall. 
Now, the disease rarely occurs, owing 
to the waterworks that have supplant- 
ed tho wells. Tho drainage, paving, 
lighting, garbage cremation and fire 
protection are all sanitary measures 
that have Improved the health and 
wealth of the citizens. 
The work of 


tho board of health In checking the 
spread ot 
communicable diseases is 


also to he credited to the city. A city 
should also secure pure food, cheap 
fuel, wholesome conditions In work- 
shops, abatement of the smoke, noise 
and dust nuisances, and Inspection of 
all buildings as well as theaters as a 
safeguard against fires and defective 
plumbing. 
The school teachers also 


hy sometimes detecting the first symp- 
toms of illness save many lives by 
sending children home 
for 
medical 


attention and occasionally preventing 
the spread of Infection 


It has often been remarked that peo- 


ple are very willing to pay large auma 
for the defense or protection of prop- 
erty while they are niggardly in pay- 
ing for the protection of health. After 
all, life is worth more than goods. The 
money value of life and good health 
to a community or nation is enormous. 
Owing to the application ot sanitation 
in the past twenty years the average 
age has increased from thirty-six to 
forty-two years. The largest mortal 
ity has been of children under five 
years of age, but this has 
been re 


duced by hygienic care and feeding 
one-third. The deaths from smallpox, 
diphtheria, tetanus, typhoid, cholera, 
malaria, yellow fever and tuberculosis, 
owing to the sanitary improvements 
introduced by the medical profession, 
have been markedly diminished. San- 
itation not only saves the individual 
family the heavy expenses of sickness 
but saves the nation vast sums of 
money—It Is reckoned at eight hun- 
dred millions 
of 
dollars annually. 


When railroad and steamer travel Is 
made safer, and fires In hotels and 
tenements are abolished, and deaths 
and Injuries from preventable 
acci- 


dents are reduced to the minimum, 
and contagious diseases are stamped 
out, the population will Increase rap- 
idly hy the survival of the strongest 
and the best; for tho real race suicide 
is the neglect ot sanitary rules that 
arc flagrantly violated through the Ig- 
norance, apathy or parsimony of the 
cIvM authorities.

Dr. Nicholas Senn paid a high tribute 
to the unselfish efforts of physicians 
of all time to relieve the world of dis- 


use, and declared that through this 
scientific energy 
and 
philanthropic 


spirit a number of formidable diseases 
have been practically exterminated. 
Doctors are the only class In the com- 
munity that works steadily and en- 
thusiastically to limit Its own busi- 
ness. This is because the antagonism 
between medicine and death is simi- 
lar to that between light and darkness 
—an inveterate conflict. 
Physicians 


have been the Inventors and pioneers 
of scientific sanitation, and their stud- 
ies fit them, and them alone, to direct 
sanitary 
regulations. 
They 
experi- 


ence very little gratitude in return, 
for there is no class of citizens from 
whom so much unpaid work is ex- 
tracted and whose remuneration Is so 
uncertain and unprotected. Cities are 
content to play the pauper and accept 
from the medical profession gratui- 
tously work that is worth many thou 
sands of dollars to the taxpayers. In 
Germany the doctors are reduced to 
poverty by destroying their own occu- 
pation through sanitation. But prob- 
ably time will set things right. When 
people are better educated In regard 
to the value of health they will look 
to the family physician to keep them 
well, Instead of sending for him as a 
last resort after they 
have wasted 


time by home remedies, patent medi- 
cines and the treatment of uneducated 
charlatans; this delay in the Incipient 
stages ot medical and surgical 
dis- 


eases being responsible for protracted 
illness and many deaths. People now 
go pretty regularly to their dentists 
to have their teeth examined, and per- 
haps they will adopt the same plan 
with the family doctors.

Holmes said that the way to live long 
is to have a chronic ailment and thus 
be forced to take continuous care ol 
one's health. In the course of time 
the people will be instructed In hy 
glene. and the physicians will receive 
due recognition for their services past 
and prospective.

make no exhibition test of our flying 
machine, nor will we permit an exam- 
ination of it. For our purposes neither 
is necessary, as those with whom we 
are in negotiation now for its pur- 
chase are already satisfied that It does 
all we claim for it. Our only market 
must be a powerful government, and 
publicity would only serve to defeat 
our purpose to make such a sale. We 
do not have to have the newspapers 
tell us of our success, for we know, 
and those most Important to us know, 
that we have 
accomplished all we 


claim to have done." 


This is the final answer of the 


Wright brothers, of Dayton, Ohio, to 
those who may be led to question the 
validity of their claims by reason of i 
their secrecy. For more than a year 
they have made no move to establish 
their claims to supremacy in aeron- 
autics. 
They have made no flights 


•Ince October, 1905, and none are con- 
templated in the near future.v They 
are now building several new flyers 
more powerful 
than their old ma- 


chines, which they will turn over to 
whoever pays their price, but further 
than that they will not commit them- 
selves. 


"We have two motives in connec- 


tion with our invention," they say— 
"one to be recognized as the first men 
to fly, which we have already estab- 
lished by Chanute and other com- 
petent witnesses, and the other to get 
enough money out of it so we will be 
Independent and able to carry on our 
Investigations with a free hand." - 


Declining to permit a committee 


made 
up of men with 
no practical 


knowledge of. mechanics, or eveu a 
single Individual, to view a flight even 
from a distance, and pledged not. to 
use a camera, the Wrights appeared 
to be Indifferent to criticism which 
may be made 
of 
them 
and their 


claims by reason of their policy of se- 
crecy. 
At. the same time in their 


home town no doubt Is expressed that 
they have fulfilled all their claims. 
Men ot tho highest local standing, 
who 
witnessed 
flights last 
year, 


pledge their word of honor that the 
Wrights attained all the success they 
claim. 


More than a score of men have <1«- 


ecrlbed how the machine rose from 
the earth and 'sailed In great circles 
over their heads for from ten to thir- 
ty-eight minutes, and all agree In the 
main details of their narrative. 


Description of Machine. 


From descriptions given hy eye wit- 


nesses of various flights, It Is appar- 
ent that the Wright brothers' aero- 
plane has two parallel surfaces about 
thirty feet long and six feet wide nnd 
separated from each other hy a, dis- 
tance of about, five feet.

The machine i 
Is started by momentum given by the 
fall of a heavy weight from the top of 
a derrick nnd for about thirty feet 
shoots along a single rail on a truck 
until It gains enough momentum from 
Its own power to breast the atmos- 
phere. 


The Wrights say they turn off their 


power just before touching tho earth. 
In order to maintain flight, they say, 
It Is necessary to maintain a speed of 
at least twenty-five miles an hour, anil 
the highest speed they assert they at- 
tained Is thirty-eight miles an hour, 
•when they declare they made a flight 
twenty-four miles, on October 5, 1905. 
At. that time their engine, they say, 
had a capacity of about twenty-five 
horse power and their machine had a 
total weight of 925 pounds. Including 
the operator. 


In operating their machine, which 


they did by turns, one flying one day 
and the other the next time, the ma- 
chine was tested. The Wrights lay 
on their stomachs across the middle 
of the lower of the two main surfaces 
In a sort of a saddlo In the same posi- 
tion; In other words, as a boy occu- 


pies In coasting. They were not fast- 
ened into the machine except by toe- 
clamps, which held them from being 
thrown forward in front, of the ma- 
chine while flying. 


Although the Wrights took elabor- 


ate pains to avoid 
publicity 
when 


they made their flights, they were 
witnessed at various times by about a 
score, of tho residents of Dayton, whose 
word Is accepted here as beine 
bo- 


yond question. 
Farmers living ne;ir 


Sims Station, eight, miles east of here 
on the line of the Dayton. Springfield 
and ITrbana trolley road, who were in 
a seventy-five acre field where

soaring above their heads. 


Flight been by Many. 


Because of the standing hero of tho 


men who vouch for tho validity of the 
claims made hy the 
Wrights their 


feats aro accepted 
locally without 


question.

"When I reached the field on the 


afternoon when the Wrights mada 
their last (light, on Octotier 5, 1!K)5, I 
was about two minutes late," said Mr. 
Ellis; "the machine was already In the 
air. 
For half an hour I watched It. fly 


in great circles over tho edge of tho 
Held. Inking about three-quarters of a 


mile In each lap, but not covering ex- 
actly the. same course each time. 


"It did not. always fly In a circle, 


but. took a rectangular course, flying 
now straight, ahead and then making 
a turn, then going ahead again until 
another turn was made. 


"There wns no doubt that the ma- 


chine was under perfect control and 
that Wilber Wright, who was operat- 
ing It. that day. was able to soar up 
and down to either side as he willed. 
When the machine had established It- 
self about, sixty feet above the enrth 
It. maintained Itself on about that, 
level until the flight was ended. 


"I was told afterward that the sup- 


ply of gasoline was exhausted. 
At 


any rate, the engine stopped in mid- 
air and the machine gradually and 
gracefully came to earth across the 
field from a house where It was stored. 
Power was again applied to it, and It 


was run across 
the ground to the 


house and put away. At no time did 
Wright appear to be in any danger. 
Even when his power gave out noth- 
ing happened, except that he hud to 
alight. 
There 
was even 
then no 


wobbling 
as the 
machine came to 


earth with apparently the same ease 
as a bird would alight." 


Flew With Perrect Ease. 


"1 had been mighty skeptical of the 


claims ot the Wright Brothers," said 
Henry Webbert, "but atter I had seen 
them fly I realized that 1 had wit- 
nessed the eighth 
wonder 
of 
the 


world. 
After watching the next to 


the last (light tney made, which was 
on October 4 last year, i would have 
trusted myself to the machine with 
perfect, confidence, although nothing 
could induce me to go up in a balloon. 
Orville Wright was flying tlu-t day. 
He went here and there as he pleased, 
and was as secure in his control of the 
machine as if he had been handling a 
sail boat in a light breeze, more so, in 
fact, for he could go as well against 
the wind as with it. 


"T saw half a dozen of their flights," 


said Mr. Fouts, "and while some were 
larger than others all were entirely 
successful. 
They flew up and down 


and from side to side as they pleased, 
and it was only a question of how 
long their supply of gasoline would 
hold out, and whether their bearings 
remained cool. From what I knew of 
the matter, I judge that the gasoline 
engine, which the Wrights built them- 
selves, is not as perfect as it might be, 
but that is a detail that has nothing 
to do, of course, with the flying ma- 
chine itself." 


"What struck me as most, wonder- 


ful about the flights." said Mr. Lam- 
bert, "was the ability of the inven- 
tors to go wherever they pleased; if 
Orville or Wilbur, whoever happened 
to be the operator, was asked to Ball 
down the field and circle a certain 
tree he would do It. and If he was told 
to take a certain time In circling the 
tree .1 given number of times, he 
would come very close to the mark set 
for him." 


"It IR a great pleasure to he able to 


vouch for the Wright, boys," said Mr. 
Blllman, "because of the admiration I 
have for the way they stuck to Ihelr 
experiments year after 
year, when 


t.hPre seemed almost no hope for them. 


"I certainly ^iaw them fly, from tho 


starting of the machine on Its track 
tmtll It came to tlie earth again. The 
original momentum Is given 
by 
a 


weight dropping from a sort of a der- 
rick at the starting point by the re- 
lease of a. heavy weight suspended at 
the top of a derrick. The machine Is 
shot along a single rail, but before It 
had gone thirty feet It was running on 
Its own power and sailing away as 
lightly as a bird."

William Webbert and by Mr. Weber, 
all agreeing that they had seen the ma- 
chine fly under what seemed to be 
perfect control. 


"When I saw a flight, which 1 think 


was next to the last one they made," 
said Charles Webbert, "the machine 
travelled In large circles, apparently 
about a mile around. I did not keep 
track of the number of laps, but an- 
other witness told me he counted 
twenty-four. 
From the time it left 


the ground the flyer was entirely free 
until it lighted. It had assistance in 
leaving the starting rail, given by a 
weight dropped from a derrick. Then 
it gradually rose In the air by Its own 
power until it kept on a level course. 
The wind was light, but there seemed 
to be no difference in the height, sta- 
bility of the machine, whether it was 
going with or without 
the wind. 


There was no noticeable Jar -whea the 
machine alighted. It approached the 
ground so gradually that I could not 
tell when It first touched earth. Th/3 
power was shut off while the machine 
was still a few feet in the air." 


Sceptics Are Convinced. 


"There is not the slightest question 


but what the Wrights have flown and 
have a right to all the claim they 
have made," said Mr. Huffraann, who 
for many years has held a prominent 
place In the financial and other affairs 
of Dayton. "I saw them several times 
In the air." he said, "and 
notably 


when thew made their twenty-nine 
mile flight. My son, who was with me, 
counted thirty circles In the field, 
which has a circumference of between 
three-quarters of a mile and a mile. 
They can fly, that I have seen, but 
what will finally come of it I would not 
care to venture to suggest. I certainly 
would not care to venture In the ma- 
chine at present." 


"I was very skeptical of the claims " 


said W. R Shank, "but after I had 
seen them fly I was entirely satisfied. 
In fact. I hare been enthusiastic In 
their praise ever since. It was the 
most wonderful sight a man could see 
anywhere." 


The Wrights will not admit It, but It 


is generally believed here that they 
propose making another flight within 
a few months, using one of the several 
machines which are under course of 
construction. 


These new machines differ some- 


what from the ones so far used and 
from each other, and are being con- 
structed. It Is believed, for the pur- 
pose of fulfilling the terms of a con- 
tract made with ar foreign government, 
the supposition being that if the new 
machines proved successful In short 
and long distance flights the deal will 
be finally closed. The Wrights admit 
that they are negotiating with a pros- 
pective purchaser who Is already con- 
vinced of the success of the Inven- 
tion, but as to the, details of the ne- 
gotiations they will have nothing to 
say.

ThU Insoct works not 


only In npjilo, trees, but other fruit 
trues, such us the cheory nnd plum, 
us well an forest and shade trees, ouch 
aa the elm. You con fight this Insect 
suceossfully In this way: 


Take some ordinary wire mosquito 


netting, such as you use In the win- 
dows to keep out flics, a.nd cut It 
into strips four inches wide and long 
enough to gn around the body of 
your trees and overlap about nine 
inches. 


Having done that, cut one side oj 


this band by means of scissors at In- 
tervals ot every three inches about 
an Inch and a half In depth. 


Go into the orchard and scrape off 


the loose 
bark 
from 
around 
the 


trunks ot the trees at a convenient 
height from the. ground and about 
four inches in width. 


Apply the band to this place and 


by means of a common tack overlap 
a, cut edge and tack it; do so at every 
lap cut, and when all around fasten 
tho ends by means of a wire pin. 


The cutting and overlapping of the 


cut edge will cause tho wire netting 
to flare out at the bottom, and If 
there are no crevices between 
the 


wire and the bark, the canker worm 
females will never get around this 
band. 


Put this around your tree early In 


the winter. You will find that not a 
single female canker worm will eve* 
pass one of these bands, and they wll 
last about two years and are inex- 
pensive.

properly filling out the stub a memo- 
randum IB always at hand to Indicate 
the bills that are paid. This plan In- 
sures a record of payment that can- 
not be disputed and obviates the dan- 
ger of carrying money about In the 
pocket. 


of feeding has come to bo tho opinion 
i)t many observers, and of late tho 
'eeling has been gaining ground that 
tho feeding of a cooked mash Is a se- 
rious mistake. 


One reason for this is found in the 


fact that tho fowls gobble the food 
down very quickly, far too quickly 
for tho digestive organs to properly 
perform their allotted task, and the 
results havo appeared In the form of 
Indigestion, looseness of the bowels, 
and other symptoms »>f the birds be- 
ing out of condition. 


Not Infrequently tho birds become

found dead under the roost In the 
morning. 
The explanation of this is 


that feeding a cooked mash is "forc- 
ing" the birds beyond their ability to 
JlBPKt nnd assimilate; it Is analogous 
to "forcing" for rapid growth of ten- 
der, delicate flesh for market, and the 
process is all right for chickens that 
are to bo killed early for the table. 


For that definite purpose the qulck- 


pr the growth the greater the profit, 
but for birds that are to endure the 
strain 
i/f persistent egg-production, 


and aro to be the parents of strong, 
vigorous, hound-to-llve offspring, the 
"forcing" process invites disaster, be- 


FAT HORSES SELL BEST. 


They sliould be fed for market a*

One of the most Important points 


to be considered In the preparation 
of horses for the market Is to have 
them properly fattened. 
This applies 


to nil classes of horses, but It more 
especially ikpplles to draft horses. 
Usually carriage horses and other 
types of horses Intended for driving 
purposes carry a sufficient amount of 
flesh. They should be fat enough to 
give them a smooth appearance. 


The draft horse, however, IB a dif- 


ferent animal. He must be unusually 
fat to sell to advantage. Nine-tenths 
of our draft horses which are sold 
weighing from 1,600 to 1,700 pounds 
r.hould bo made to weigh 1,800 to 
2,000 pounds. The draft horse mar- 
ket is a peculiar one, as weight Is 
one of the most Important factors In 
determining the price. 


Usually every 100 pounds In a draft 


horse after he weighs 1,600 pounds Is 
worth 25 cents a pound; every pound 
from 
l.SOO to 2,100 Is worth about 


50 cents a pound; thus the Impor- 
tance of having the horse real fat. 


In 
the 
preparation 
ot 
driving 


horses for market, feeding of the 
same should be somewhat different 
from that practiced in the fattening 
of the draft horse. 


It Is always best to water before 


feeding In any class of horses, and 
never after feeding- until two or three 
hours have elapsed. 
Salt should ba 


kept within reach of tho animals at 
all times. 


Most of the differences between the 


employer and tho hired man on a 
farm aro duo to ft lack of a perfect 
understanding of what Is legally and 
Justly expected of tho latter. A ver- 
bal contract Is easily forgotten and 
Is not always lived up to. A written 
agreement will sometimes be a salient 
reminder ot what Is due both parties. 


The farmer who practices rotation 


of crops, feeds a variety of stock, 
caves and applies the manure anil 
gives the land good cultivation. Is u 
man who is a miccessful farmer and 
whose example It Is wise to follow. 


In feeding the driving horse,

The results obtained In this por- 


tion of tho experiment point to the 
great advantage 
possessed by 
the 


heavy lambs, and consequently to the 
great profit which may be acquired 
by paying strict attention to the lamb 
before It Is born. 
To this end, It Is 


recommended that the nutrition of 
tho ewes before and during preg- 
nancy be carefully supervised. 


A generous supply of corn alone, 


for instance, would probably bo bad 
for the unborn lamb. The corn should 
be supplemented with a number of 
other foods which would supply the 
nutrients deficient In It, such as al- 
falfa, clover and cow-pea, hay, lin- 
seed meal, bran, etc.

Since tobacco Is itself a poison, we 


need no further argument against in- 
dulgence In it by the immature or its 
abuse by the growi-up person. 
We 


can. well believe that certain tobaccos 
are more poisonous than others, but 
we much doubt whether substances 
more 
injurious than tobacco itself 


are added to the manufactured leaf. 


Flavorings 
and 
sweetening 
sub- 


stances, such as liquorice, glucose and 
glycerin, are often added, but these 
are harmless compared with pure to- 
bacco itself. 


Statements have been freely made 


that morphine, or even cocaine is add- 
ed to cheap cigarettes in order to give 
them immedl»te soothing qualities or 
to soften" the flavor of an otherwise 
harsh-smoking tobacco. 
We cannot 


accept such statements, applied, at 
all events, to cigarettes retailed 
at 


five, or even six a penny. 


The tobacco In such cigarettes Is ot 


an inferior and inexpensive kind, we 
admit, but we have not been able to 
find the smallest trace Of foreign poi- 
sons in some very cheap cigarettes 
which we purchased only recently and 
submitted to careful 
analysis. We 


do'ubt whether It would pay to add 
such comparatively 
expensive poi- 


sons. Opium is not cheap, nor Is co- 
caine. 


Tobacco of common quality 1» at 


any rate Infinitely cheaper. 


The danger ot smoking arises from 


tobacco poisoning and It Is as whole- 
sale and unchecked poisoning of the 
child with tobacco, chiefly In the form 
of cigarette smoking, against which 
the nation Is asked to find a remedy. 
On what lines such a remedy can be 
made effectual we are not sure. 


It. Is obvious that certain persons 


exhibit a different susceptibility to 
the poisonous action of tobacco oven 
In the same country.—London Lancet.

But lis- 
ten to this from the speech of Judge 
Stafford at the mass meeting on behalf 
of the Jews held lit Washington on 
Jon. 21, 1!)OG: "A Russiau to hate a 
Jew! Think of it. Ou the vralls of his 
vast cathedrals he carves the figures 
of the twelve apostles and every cue 
of them a Jew. He enters and pros- 
trates himself before the picture of a 
Hebrew child in the arms of a Hebrew 
mother. He mutters a creed that de- 
clares a Jew to be the Son of God, the 
Saviour of the world, then lie goes out 
and kills the first Jew he meets be- 
cause he is i Jew:." It Is said that 
within two yt.^rs more than 100,000 
Jews, Poles, Flins and Armenians, 
helpless and defenseless men, women 
and children, bavc; bean barbarously 
murdered and butchered to make a 
Russian holiday. Ttere has been noth- 
ing like it in all the history of the 
world (William Sulzer). Why do I 
quote from these speeches? Simply to 
show that the whole world lieth in the 
wicked one (I John v. I!)) r.ud Is just 
as beastly In the twentieth century as 
in the first century, when Christ was 
crucified, and there is no hope but in 
the return of this same Jesus Christ to 
break In pieces the nations and take 
the government of earth Into His own 
bauds and reign In righteousness. If 
•we are now Identified with Him, if 
we have been redeemed by Hlg pre- 
cious blood we must be xvilling to fol- 
low In His steps. 


Note how they lied against Illm and 


laid to His charge things He knew not 
(verses 2, 5), but this was foreseen and 
foretold In Ps. xxxv, 14. See Pilate's 
testimony to His Innocence In verses 
4, 14, 22, and compare the testimony of 
Judas Iscariot ami ot Pilate's wife In 
Matt, xxvii, 4, 19. Then near the testi- 
mony of God the Father, "This Is My 
Beloved Son, In whom I am well pleas- 
ed" (Matt HI, 17; xvll, 5), and add the 
Spirit's word through Feter concern- 
ing Him, "A Lamb without blemish 
and without spot, foreordained before 
the foundation of the world, but mani- 
fest In these last times for us" (I Pet. i, 
19, 20). Gather a few texts around the 
phrase "This man" of verse 14, such 
ns Heb. i, 12; Acts xlli, 38, 30; Luke 
xv, 1, 2, and emphasize to all that 
there IK only one Man with whom wo 
have to do, but we raunt each for hlm- 
leif hava to do with Him and answer 
Pilate's question, "What shall I do with 
Jesus?" (Matt, xxvll, 22.) Tbe first 
thing la to receive Him, and tho next Is 
to let Him have the right of way In 
your life and the full control of it 
(John I, 12; Rom. vl, 11. 13). 


Pilate found no fault In Him, and 


yet he says, "I will chastise Him." Oh, 
the cruelty and Injustice of It all! Yet 
the word for us Is, Do well and suffer 
for It and take It patiently (I Pet. II, 
20); walk as He walked (I John II. 6). 


It heiut; a custom to release t prison- 


er at this feast, Pilate put before them 
a notable prisoner, who was also a 
murderer, thinking that they would 
surely choose to have Jesus released 
rather than such a one, but the multi- 
tude, being persuaded by the chiefr 
priests and elder*, demanded the re- 
lease of Barabbas and that Jesus 
should be crucified. We need not think 
it strange if In our day the multitude 
choose a bad man rather than a good 
one for some Important office, for the 
d«vll Is unchanged and he is generally 
back of the crowd, pushing them on. 


See how the voices of the multitude 


and of the chief priests prevailed 
(verse 23) and observe the source of the 
motto that the voice of the people Is 
the voice of God. So the murderer was 
set free and the.Holy One was deliv- 
ered to their will (verse 25) to be re- 
viled, mocked, crowned with thorns, 
smitten, spit upon, crucifieti. Thus we 
see sinful nan's treatment of the only 
Living and True God. How can any 
one doubt the truth of the testimony 
of the Spirit in Rom. viii, 7. "The car- 
nal mind is enmity against God." Horv 
fearful the curse which the Jews 
brought upon their posterity when they 
cried, "His blood be on us and on our 
children" (Matt, xxvii, 25). Can we 
doubt but that even to this day they 
suffer because of it? It would seem 
from our Lord's own words in Matt. 
xxiv, 21, 20, 30, that the worst suffer- 
ings of Israel will be in their own land 
and Immediately preceding the coming 
of Christ In glory for their deliverance. 
See also Zech. xiv, 1-5. Consider Pi- 
late's words in John xlx, C, 15, "Be- 
hold the man," "Behold your king," 
and compare Zcch sill, 7; ir, 9, "My 
shepherd, the man that is my fellow," 
"Behold, the king cometh unto thee." 
Back of all the sin of man and in spite 
of the wrath of man and of the devil 
nad his demons it is most restful and 
uplifting to see God working out His 
eternal purpose (Acts Iv, 20-28). 


It Is for each one who hears the 


gospel to say whether he will receive 
Christ Jesus as his Saviour and Lord 
and share His sufferings now and glo- 
ry hereafter or, rejecting Him, as the 
Jews and Pilnte and Herod did, have 
to hear Him say In that day, "Depart 
from mo, ye cursed. Into everlasting 
fire prepared for the Cavil and hi* s.n- 
g»U" (Matt, xrr, 41).
